To  The  Chairman  & Members  of  the  Flaxton  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  & Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  District. 

For  several  years,  the  most  striking  feature  of  the  figures  used  to  compile  this 
report  has  been  the  growth  of  the  area  in  population  and  housing.  19&2  continues  this 
trend.  The  births  during  the  year  are  almost  exactly  double  those  which  occurred  only 
5 years  before.  In  fact,  from  my  own  records  of  births  in  the  Flaxton  district,  there 
were  no  less  than  728,  a curious  discrepancy  which  repeats  itself  each  year,  and  to  which 
I have  previously  drawn  attention.  Whilst  stillbirths  continue  to  be  more  numerous  than 
one  would  like,  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  only  four  chuldren  died  under  one  year  of  age, 
and  these  all  in  the  first  week.  Our  perinatal  mortality  rate  therefore  appears  now  to 
be  about  average  for  the  country.  This  increasing  number  of  births  has  repercussions  on 
the  nursing  and  health  visiting  staff,  and  at  the  time  of  writing,  the  establishment  is 
under  review;  the  repercussion  on  the  school  accommodation  will  of  course  come  later. 

There  is  little  to  say  about  infectious  diseases.  Some  dysentery  recurs  each 
year,  the  number  notified  being  only  a small  fraction  of  the  total  number  believed  to  occur. 
Measles  continues  to  be  the  greatest  uncontrolled  problem,  and  it  is  surprising  that  as 
yet  we  have  no  preventive  measure,  but  some  progress  is  being  made  in  this  direction  by 
research  teams. 

The  major  sanitary  and  housing  problems  affecting  the  community  would  appear  to  be 
more  or  less  solved  in  this  area,  but  there  is  much  progress  yet  to  be  made  in  providing 
effective  heating  in  our  homes  in  winter  without  polluting  the  atmosphere,  and  the  contro- 
versial measure  of  fluoridation  of  water  si^plies,  the  wisdom  of  which  in  this  area,  I have 
no  doubts,  remains  to  be  fully  considered. 

This  very  Important  area  of  the  North  Riding  is  at  last  to  have  a home  for  aged 
people  built  to  serve  Its  needs  - a long  overdue  acquisition.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  TOR  THE  BULMER  AREA 


Many  of  the  health  services  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  as  Local  Health  Authority  are 
administered  by  the  Area  Health  Sub-Committee  which  meets  at  Easlngwold.  The  District  Councils 
which  make  up  the  Bulmer  Area  are  represented  on  this  committee  together  with  co-opted  members. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  responsibility  for  the  day  to  day  working  of  these  services. 

An  area  office  is  situated  at  the  centre  of  the  area  in  Easlngwold. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS 

Details  of  these  officers  are  listed  at  the  beginning  of  this  report. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northallerton  carries  out  bacteriological  examination  of  milk, 
water  and  ice-cream,  and  assists  in  the  investigation  of  infectious  disease.  Hospital  laboratories 
provide  a service  which  is  used  by  general  practitioners.  The  Laboratory  of  the  River  Board  at 
Leeds  is  helpful  in  the  examination  of  sewage  effluents. 

AMBULANCE 

Stations  are  situated  at  Haxby  and  Thlrsk.  The  Thirsk  station  is  not  manned  after  10  p.m. 
but  men  on  stand-by  duty  are  available  from  there  at  night,  being  called  via  Northallerton. 

There  is  close  co-operation  with  the  York  City  service  in  emergency  and  with  the  West  Riding  station 
at  Ripen.  Radio  communications  between  ambulances  and  stations  makes  for  economy  and  efficiency, 
but  the  mileage  run  grows  year  by  year.  Cases  transported  to  out-patient  departments  provide  the 
bulk  of  the  use  of  the  service. 

DISTRICT  NURSES.  ETC. 

In  the  more  populous  parts  of  the  area  health  visiting  is  carried  out  by  full  time  visitors, 
but  in  the  more  rural  parts,  owing  to  the  distances  Involved  it  is  still  the  County  Council  policy 
to  combine  the  duties  of  health  visiting,  district  nursing  and  midwifery  in  the  one  person.  There 
is  a trend  for  married  nurses  to  undertake  part  time  work,  and  where  this  is  possible  such  nurses 
are  used  to  provide  proper  relief  to  the  full  time  staff  for  off  duty  and  holidays,  thus  avoiding 
the  need  for  one  nurse  attesting  to  cover  two  areas  at  one  time. 


Staff  In  post  are  as  follows:  Full  time  health  visitors  - 5 

Nurses  carrying  out 
generalised  duties  - 10 

Home  nurses/Midwives  - 7 

Relief  and  part  time  Staff  - 5 


"here  is  a growing  tendency  for  nurses  to  work  in  ever  close  co-operation  with  the  general 
practitioners.  Many  doctors  are  arranging  special  weekly  surgeries  to  see  expectant  mothers 
with  the  nurse-midwife  in  attendance.  She  assists  with  the  examination,  helps  the  patient  to 
carry  out  advice,  is  able  to  see  to  the  many  arrangements  connected  with  the  confinement  in  the 
home.  In  some  cases  this  arrangement  has  extended  to  an  infant  welfare  session  held  at  the 
doctor's  surgery.  A health  visitor  attends  weekly  sessions  of  the  chest  clinic  at  Northallerton 
and  York,  and  one  nurse  the  Almoner's  department  at  the  York  County  Hospital  each  week  to  act  as 
liaison  between  the  hospital  and  local  authority.

The  slight  fall  In  the  number  of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria  is  an  after-effect 
of  the  change  in  the  type  of  antigen  used  together  with  the  variation  In  age  at  which  it  is  given. 

In  1961  the  effect  of  this  was  to  cause  more  children  to  be  immunised  than  were  born.  The  enormous 
rise  in  the  numbers  of  children  vaccinated  against  smallpox  was  the  result  of  a sudden  demand  by  the 
public  following  an  outbreak  in  the  West  Riding.  The  Minister  of  Health  has  given  a lead  in  the 
controversy  about  the  value  of  Infant  vaccination  by  suggesting  that  this  procedure  should  be 
deferred  until  the  second  year  of  life  when  complications  and  untoward  effects  can  be  expected  to 
be  minimal. 

Most  children  lnmunised  since  1961  will  have  the  benefit  of  immunity  against  tetanus  and  as 
the  proportion  of  children  actively  protected  against  tetanus  rises,  the  dilemma  which  faces  doctors 
when  presented  with  an  injured  chiild  whether  or  not  to  give  serum  will  be  resolved.  A simple 
harmless  "booster"  injection  will  be  adequate,  without  the  risk  of  serious  after  effects. 

Almost  no  polio  vaccine  of  the  injection  type  was  used  during  the  year;  the  oral  vaccine 
has  proved  safe  and  easy  and  quick  to  administer.  One  case  of  clinical  poliomyelitis  occurred 

during  the  year  In  a child  who  had  had  k injections  of  old  type  vaccine.  Investigations  failed 
to  prove  that  the  illness  was  in  fact  due  to  the  polio  virus.  Happily  the  child  made  a complete 
recovery  from  the  transient  paralysis. 
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WELFARE  FOODS 

National  Dried  Milk,  orange  juice,  cod  liver  oil  and  vitamin  tablets  continue  to  be  sold  by 
many  shop-keepers  who  provide  this  service  on  a voluntary  basis.  By  doing  so  the  Authority  is 

enabled  to  carry  out  Its  duties  at  virtually  no  cost  to  the  ratepayer,  and  an  expression  of  gratitude 
to  these  people  for  their  help  is  timely.  These  foods  are  also  available  at  the  various  welfare 
centres  in  the  area.  During  the  previous  year  the  prices  of  these  items  were  increased  bringing 

them  more  into  line  with  proprietary  brands.  There  has  been  a consequent  rise  in  sales  of  these 
proprietary  foods  and  supplements  at  welfare  centres  and  a general  fall  in  sales  of  the  National 
products. 

DOi'ESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

This  service  continues  to  grow  and  for  the  first  time  a Family  Help  was  provided  to  give 
whole-time  care  to  a family  in  need.

An  average  of  45  part  time  helps  are  employed,  equivalent  to  about  12  full  time  employees. 
CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 

Equipment  is  available  for  patients  nursed  at  home  ranging  from  disposable  underpads  for 
incontinent  patients  to  hydraulic  lifts.  Although  cases  of  tuberculosis  tend  to  be  soon  cured 
and  return  to  work  early,  there  is  a number  of  patients  v/ho  receive  over  a long  period  a pint  of 
milk  free  on  the  recommendation  of  the  chest  physician. 

Children  unable  to  attend  school  on  account  of  mental  subnormality  attend  a day  occupation 
centre  in  York  or,  by  arrangement  with  York  ■*BI  Hospital  Management  Committee  are  brought  daily  to 
the  school  at  Claypenny  Hospital.  Unfortunately  there  is  no  similar  provision  for  day  attendance 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  area. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Most  of  the  work  done  in  this  field  is  on  a personal  basis.  Doctors,  nurses  and  public 
health  inspectors  play  a part.  Visual  aids,  posters,  leaflets,  a film  projector,  movie  and 
still  are  available.  An  an  experiment,  an  experienced  health  visitor  has  joined  the  teaching 
staff  at  a large  school  in  the  area  for  one  session  weekly,  and  a course  of  lecture-discussions 
is  held  with  senior  girls  on  various  aspects  of  health  and  hygiene.  The  experiment  has  been  very- 
successful. 

CARE  COMMITTEE 

With  the  decrease  in  hardship  caused  by  tuberculosis,  and  other  agencies  particularly 
the  National  Assistance  Board  helping  financially  those  cases  of  need  arising  from  illness,  the 
scope  of  the  Care  Committee  has  gradually  declined.  On  the  other  hand  its  venture  into  the 
provisions  of  a chiropody  service  has  worked  well  during  the  year.  The  clinic  programme  has 
suffered  only  slight  modification.  The  chiropody  service  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  elderly 
not  only  from  the  benefits  obtained  from  skilled  attention  to  the  feet,  but  it  is  an  event  in  the 
life  of  some  of  the  elderly  people  to  be  taken  by  car  by  a voluntary  helper  to  the  centre, to  be 
given  a cup  of  tea  whilst  there,  to  meet  others,  and  then  be  returned  home.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1962 


To  the  Chairman  & Members  of  the  Fiaxton  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  chairman,  Lady  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  once  again  my  report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 

1962,  dealing  with  the  work  with  which  my  Department  has  been  concerned  during  the  past  year. 

It  has,  as  usual,  been  an  extremely  busy  year.  As  the  number  of  houses  and  the  population 
increases,  the  variety  and  extent  of  the  problems  and  administration  increases  accordingly.  For  the 
first  time,  the  number  of  houses  In  the  district  has  exceeded  the  10,000  mark,  and  although  the  rate 
of  building  has  slackened  somewhat,  due  to  the  residential  land  being  used  up,  I expect  that  the  rate 
of  500  odd  houses  a year  to  be  maintained  for  some  years  to  come.  No  decision  has  been  given  on  the 
Town  Map,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  a decision  is  given,  we  can  expect  some  specific  plan  to 
which  we  can  work  in  considering  what  extensions  are  necessary  to  the  sewage  disposal  and  water 
distribution  systems. 

We  have  been  once  again  plagued  by  the  proposal  to  increase  the  City  of  York  largely  at  the 
expense  of  this  rural  district.  A great  deal  of  work  and  effort  was  put  into  the  preparation  of 
plans,  statistics,  and  evidence,  to  put  before  the  Boundary  Commission  to  show  that  the  Council  had 
performed  its  functions  efficiently  and  economically,  and  that  there  was  no  justification  whatsoever 
why  there  should  be  any  loss  of  territory  to  any  other  authority.  It  does  seem  to  me  quite  wrong 
that  every  decade  Rural  District  Councils  In  particular  should  have  to  put  up  with  this  sort  of 
proposal  to  either  decimate  their  area  or  even  put  the  functions  of  the  local  authority  out  of 
existence. 

Your  outdoor  staff  have  continued  to  work  efficiently  and  conscientiously  during  the  year, 
and  there  has  been  for  the  last  year  or  two  some  stability  in  that  we  have  ted  very  few  changes 
amongst  the  workmen. 

I would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  help  and  understanding  during  this  past  year,  and  also  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

During  the  year  4 houses  previously  without  a supply  of  water  Inside  the  house  were  provided 
with  this,  and  3 previously  served  by  a standpipe  were  demolished.  Of  the  10,070  houses  in  the 
area,  only  31  have  not  a piped  supply  Inside  the  house,  although  6 of  these  obtain  water  from  a 
standpipe.  Of  the  remaining  25  not  supplied  by  the  Council* s mains,  9 are  the  subject  of  Demolition 
Orders  or  Closing  Orders,  and  11  are  so  far  distant  that  It  Is  not  reasonable  for  a supply  to  be 
provided.  Of  the  remaining  5,  arrangements  are  in  hand  to  put  water  Into  one  cottage,  and  statutory 
action  is  being  taken  in  respect  of  another.  The  remaining  3 are  properties  occupied  by  elderly 
people  whom  the  Council  have  resolved  to  leave  for  the  time  being. 

Negotiations  with  the  York  Waterworks  Company  for  that  Company  to  take  over  the  administration 
of  the  water  undertaking  for  the  parishes  of  Haxby,  Murton,  Rawcllffe,  Skelton,  Stockton-on-Forest 
and  Wlggipton  continued  during  the  year  but  did  not  reach  fruition.  The  maintenance  of  the  under- 
taking, l.e.  the  repair  of  mains,  installation  of  communicating  pipes,  repair  of  meters  and  stop  taps, 
reading  meters  etc.  has  been  carried  out  by  a Contractor  on  the  Councils  behalf  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Council's  outdoor  staff,  and  this  arrangement  has  worked  without  serious  difficulty  during  the 
year.  The  thanks  of  the  Council  are  due  to  the  Contractor  for  the  manner  in  which  he  has  carried  out 
this  work,  particularly  the  repair  of  burst  mains  where  emergency  action  was  needed. 

There  have  been  no  serious  shortages  of  water  during  the  year,  although  there  has  been  some 
lack  of  pressure  in  the  Haxby  and  Stockton-on-Forest  areas,  particularly  at  times  of  peak  draw  on 
Sundays  and  Mondays.  It  is  hoped  that  the  linking  up  of  the  new  water  main  which  the  York  Waterworks 
Company  have  laid  in  the  Clifton  Green  area  will  materially  improve  the  pressure  in  the  Haxby,  Wigginton 
and  Skelton  districts. 

The  4 * rising  main  up  the  side  of  the  Haxby  Water  Tower  burst  during  the  early  part  of  the  winter, 
necessitating  the  erection  of  scaffolding  and  a new  section  of  main.  The  opportunity  was  taken  to 
wrap  the  main  to  provide  protection  against  frost.  The  water  tower  was  out  of  commission  for  3 days, 
and  the  subsequent  drop  in  pressure  during  that  time  showed  that  it  Is  of  considerable  value  in  main- 
taining the  pressure  during  periods  of  peak  draw. 

The  table  showing  the  sauries  of  water  taken  during  the  year  showed  that  there  were  some 
adverse  reports.  These  were  minor  in  character  and  followed  repairs  to  burst  water  mains.  Thorough 
flushing  of  the  main  cleared  the  pollution  and  subsequent  satisfactory  analyses  were  obtained  there- 
after.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


In  Spring  work  started  on  the  extension  to  the  Stockton-on-Forest  Sewage  Disposal 
Works.  The  extension  is  to  provide  for  the  greatly  increased  flow  being  received  at  these 
works  since  they  were  designed  and  built  in  1953,  arising  from  the  development  of  a large  estate 
in  Heworth  Without.  The  new  works  will  consist  of  an  upward  flow  settlement  tank,  3h,h00 
gallons,  two  filter  beds  each  715  cubic  yards  capacity,  and  an  upward  flow  humus  tank,  capacity 
16,700  gallons,  and  sludge  beds  with  a capacity  of  1,000  square  yards.  Work  proceeded  steadily 
during  the  year  in  spite  of  the  poor  weather  and  was  75w  completed  by  the  end. 

Work  also  started  in  Spring  on  the  laying  of  a new  rising  main  from  Meadowfields  to  Join 
the  existing  rising  main  from  New  Earswick  discharging  to  the  Haxby  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  and 
the  construction  of  a new  pumping  station  at  Meadowfields.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  the  laying 
of  the  rising  main  was  completed,  and  work  on  the  pumping  station  was  completed  except  for  the 
installation  of  machinery.  It  is  expected  that  the  works  will  be  operational  early  in  1963 
and  will  divert  the  flow  of  sewage  from  the  Meadowfields,  Brockfleld  Park  and  Huntington  Road 
areas  which  at  present  Is  pumped  to  Huntington  and  re-punped  by  the  Mill  Hill  station.  This 
will  reduce  the  overloading  of  the  Mill  Hill  punning  station. 

The  installation  of  a reflux  valve  on  the  rising  main  from  the  Mill  Hill  pumping  station 
proved  effective,  and  no  fractures  of  the  rising  main  occurred  during  the  year. 

Development  on  the  Ashley  Park  Estate  proceeded,  and  by  agreement  with  the  developers 
the  Galtres  Estate  Sewage  Disposal  Works  was  abandoned,  and  sewage  from  this  group  of  62  houses 
is  now  being  pumped  to  the  Stockton-on-Forest  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  although  this  will  result 
in  a slight  increase  in  work  there,  it  has  eliminated  the  necessity  of  maintaining  the  Galtres 
works  or  a possible  capital  expenditure. 

No  progress  was  made  with  a similar  proposal  to  deal  with  sewage  from  Beans  Estate  in 
the  same  way  due  to  the  reluctance  of  a land  cwnar  to  allow  a comparatively  shallow  sewer 
to  be  laid  across  his  land  pending  the  result  of  a Town  Planning  appeal  against  the  refusal  to 
permit  It  to  be  developed. 

Your  Consulting  Engineer  is  looking  into  the  alternative  schemes  for  replacing  the 
small  disposal  works  at  Parle  Avenue,  New  Earswick,  by  an  ejector  with  a rising  main  either 
to  the  New  EarsvTick  Sewage  Disposal  Works  or  the  Haxby  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Protracted  negotiations  for  obtaining  the  site  at  Lining  for  a sewage  disposal 
works  proved  abortive,  and  no  suitable  alternative  sites  were  found.  It  was  with  reluctance 
therefore  that  towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  apply  for  the  compulsory 
acquisition  of  the  land. 

Apart  from  Lllllng,  the  only  hamlet  now  not  sewered  is  Towthorpe,  and  this  is  a very 
scattered  parish  of  35  houses  in  small  groups  which  is  incapable  of  sewering  except  at  great 
expense. 

The  table  will  show  that  of  the  total  of  Just  over  10,000  houses,  77, j are  dealt  with 
by  our  own  treatment  works,  and  16^  by  agreement  with  the  York  County  Borough  Council.  The 
remainder,  less  than  T.‘>,  discharge  to  old  sewers,  cesspools  or  septic  tanks,  and  I do  not 
think  that  it  is  likely  that  we  shall  be  able  to  increase  the  figure  of  properties  served  by 
modern  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  above  9 /£•'.»  For  a rural  area  of  this  size,  to  achieve 

a position  such  as  this  is  a tribute  to  succeeding  Councils  of  the  past  30  years. 

The  number  of  existing  houses  which  are  capable  of  being  connected  to  sewers  has  been 
reduced  during  the  year  by  action  both  on  the  part  of  the  Council  and  your  staff,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  within  the  next  few  years  these  properties  will  be  largely  eliminated. 

The  system  of  maintaining  your  works  by  two  separate  teams  each  under  a foreman 
continued  successfully  during  the  year  in  spite  of  the  difficulty  of  drying  sludge  during 
the  wet  summer.  Satisfactory  effluents  were  maintained  at  all  your  ’works  with  two  exceptions, 
namely  Holtby  and  Stockton-on-Forest  where  occasional  poor  results  were  obtained  by  analytical 
examination  of  the  effluent.  At  Stockton-on-Forest  this  was  due  to  the  overloading  of  the 
works  and  should  not  recur  when  the  extensions  now  under  construction  are  completed.  At  Holtby, 
which  is  a very  small  works,  the  trouble  was  more  difficult  to  diagnose,  but  with  small 
alterations  at  the  works  and  an  increasing  flow  of  sewage  to  them,  I hope  that  results  this 
year  will  be  more  satisfactory.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  increase  in  the  number  of  properties  being  served  in  the  area  with  the  consequent 
excessive  overtime  working  by  the  workmen  and  vehicles  compelled  the  Council  to  reorganise 
their  service,  and  it  was  decided  to  purchase  a 50  cubic  yard  vehicle  incorporating  a compressor. 
This  was  acquired  and  came  into  service  on  the  20th  August,  1962.  A re-arrangement  of  the 
collection  areas  took  place,  with  the  new  vehicle  dealing  with  5,774  properties  and  the  older 
fore-and-aft  tipper  dealing  with  4.064  properties.  The  use  of  the  relief  vehicle  was  eliminated 
entirely  except  to  assist  following  breakdowns  and  essential  repairs  to  these  two  vehicles. 

The  calculations  for  the  amended  service  proved  to  be  reasonably  accurate,  and  our 
expectations  that  the  whole  district  could  be  covered  by  these  two  vehicle  with  little  or  no 
overtime  were  achieved  in  the  initial  stages.  However,  the  increase  in  the  number  of  properties 
built,  the  Incidence  of  injury  and  sickness  amongst  the  loaders,  and  numerous  breakdowns  of  the 
new  vehicle  pushed  up  the  amount  of  overtime  worked  above  what  was  hoped. 

The  question  of  collecting  refuse  at  the  gate  was  reconsidered  by  the  Council  during 
the  year  when  it  was  resolved  that  the  present  system  of  curbside  collection  be  continued  at 
the  present  time. 

The  problem  of  finding  land  for  tipping  is  becoming  more  serious  as  the  Skelton  Springs 
tip  Is  almost  full,  and  there  is  no  other  obviously  suitable  site  at  that  end  of  the  district. 

A search  is  being  made  for  low  lying  land  in  the  Haxby/Wigginton/Skelton  area,  and  the  Council 
may  be  compelled  to  acquire  land  of  poor  agricultural  value,  remove  two  or  three  feet  of  earth 
and  fill  up,  ultimately  re-soiling,  leaving  a finished  area  three  or  four  feet  above.  This 
will  of  course  be  a more  expensive  undertaking  than  filling  up  natural  or  artificial  depressions 
in  the  land. 

Revenue  from  salvaged  materials  has  continued  to  fall,  and  the  price  of  waste  paper  is 
so  low  that  it  is  not  worth  collecting  and  baling.

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COUNCIL  HOUSING 


Far  the  first  time  since  the  war,  no  Council  houses  were  built  during  the  year. 

This  is  due  to  several  factors,  the  most  Important  being  that  the  considerable  private  building 
has  relieved  the  Council  of  the  necessity  of  rehousing  newly  married  couples,  the  using  up  of 
land  in  the  villages  has  made  sites  too  expensive,  and  the  closure  or  demolition  of  unfit  houses 
is  almost  completed,  the  occupants  of  those  remaining  being  rehoused  in  existing  dwellings  when 
they  become  vacant. 

The  Council  re-acquired  a small  plot  of  land  on  the  Calf  Close  Estate  at  Haxby,  and  it  is 
proposed  to  build  bungalows  on  it  as  soon  as  the  full  effect  of  the  new  subsidy  arrangements  are 
clear  and  they  can  be  built  to  let  at  a rent  which  prospective  tenants  can  afford.

PLANS  & BYELAWS 

The  submission  of  plans  of  new  houses,  alterations  to  houses  and  garages,  continued  at  a high 
level  during  the  year,  although  the  using  up  of  building  land  was  reflected  in  the  number  of  layout 
plans.  No  decision  was  given  on  the  public  enquiry  into  the  proposed  T0wn  Nap  for  the  area,  which 
was  held  in  1961. 

There  were  no  particularly  difficult  problems  during  the  year,  except  for  a new  one  which  arose 
in  that  a developer  has  disputed  the  ownership  of  ditches  on  the  boundaries  of  his  land  which  the 
Council  had  required  him  to  culvert  in.  Case  law  seemed  to  support  the  developer,  but  appeared 
to  leave  a cost  unsatisfactory  position. 

The  Draft  Building  Regulations  to  supersede  Byelaws  were  Issued  during  the  year  and  are  being 
studied  by  local  authority  and  professional  organisations,  and  it  is  possible  that  these  may  become 
law  during  the  coming  year.

ICE  CREAM 

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  increased  to  53.  No  difficulties 
were  experienced  although  I think  that  difficulties  may  be  experienced  in  future  due  to  the  unsatisfactory 
sterilisation  of  machines  producing  soft  ice  cream. 


NOISE  ABA'IEreNT  ACT 

There  was  an  increase  in  complaints  of  noise  nuisance  during  the  year  which  may  be  due  either 
to  an  actual  increase  in  the  amount  of  noise,  or  to  an  increasing  intolerance  on  the  part  of  members 
of  the  public.  Two  complaints  in  particular  referred  to  the  noise  from  grain  driers  operated  during 
the  late  simmer  and  autumn.  This  type  of  complaint  is  most  difficult  to  deal  with  as  it  is  the  pitcii 
of  the  noise  rather  than  the  volume  which  affects  some  people  more  than  others.  There  were  in 
addition  many  complaints  about  the  failure  of  ice  cream  vendors  to  observe  the  permitted  hours  when 
they  can  use  loud  speakers,  i.e.  musical  chimes,  and  several  successful  prosecutions  were  instituted. 
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
